WERE THE IDAHO VICTIMS. 


Reach Butte to Tell of Their Expert | 
ene with the Western Bandits, by | 
Which They Lest Five ‘Thousand 
Dollars to Four Men Who Attacked | 
the Stage Coach—Robbers Cat the 
Telegraph Wires and Make Their 
Escape—Offers $1,000 Reward. 


Butte, Mont., Aug. 23.—[{Special.}—Her- 
man.J. Reiling and wife of Chicago were 
the sole victims of the stage coach robbery 
at Horseshoe Bend, Idaho, on Monday even-, 
ing. They arrived in Butte this afternoon 
on their way home. Mr. and Mrs. Reiling 
were the only passengers in tie coagh and 
lost $5,000 in gold dust. 

Mr. Reiling ‘is President of a dredg- 
ing company and the robbers evidently ex- 
pected to make a big haul, as it was sup- 
posed that he was bringing out the season's 
clean-up. Mr. Relling today offered a re- 
ward of $1,000 for the capture of tee robbers. 

In giving the story of the inn this 
evening Mr. Reiling said: 

“I am President and — Manager or 
the Pacific Dredging company. The com- 
pany is working at Moose Creek. On Sut- 
day morning I started for Anaconda to get 
some machinery which was needed for the 
shaft. On Monday afternoon at about 1 
o' clock we were about three miles west of 
the Montana divide in Idaho at @ point 
called Horseshoe Bend.

aminations; that the pay is commensurate 
with the duties performed, and that per- 
sons in the colonial service are prohibited 
from in — enterprises in the 
colonies. 


“Tt will be seen that Spain has lost her 
colonies through an application of the pat- 
ronage system of government; and by con- 
trasting her misgovernment with the excel- 
lent government of Holland and Great Brit- 
ain we will see that one is expensive and 
forces the home government to maintain 
large armies to keep in subjection the na- 
tives, while in the other the government is 
economically administered, the people are 
contented, and only 9 small military force

MELROSE INQUEST PROGRESS. 


More Witnesses as to the Burning of the 


Flat Building Are Examined and 
the Hearing G Goes Over. 


The progress of the inquiry into the burn- 
ing of the Melrose Flats developed volumin- 
ous testimony. Six witnesses were to be 
heard when the session closed, and adjourn- 
ment was taken to tomorrow at 1 p. m. 

Dr. E. M. Rosenkranz, owner of the burned 
building, was in the neighborhood of the 
inquest, but was not called to the stand. 
The sum of the testimony was that gas had 
been allowed to leak throughout the build- 


ing, and that the fire was to all appearances 


incendiary; also that Dr. Rosenkranz, who 
was described by most of the witnesses as 
eccentric and irrascible, had conversed 
with several tenants several days prior to 
the fire regarding insurance matters. 

Clarence Britton, for whom the police have. 
been searching, and who was arrested short- 
ly after the fire and accused of having robbed 
the tenants during the progress of the blaze, 
is now the only person whose presence is 
greatly desired at the inquest. He was not 
present at the session, but he was heard 
from through Mrs. Middleton, with whom he 
boarded during his service as assistant en- 
gineer of the flat building. She said she had 
met Britton by appointment three weeks 
ago, but that she did not know his where- 
abouts before since that meeting. She 
acknowledged she had once been engaged to 
marry him. | 

Paul Fisher, the elevator boy, and Janitor 
Kraig told of the wrenched pipe from which 
gas escaped in one of the upper vacant flats 
the night before the fire. Janitor Kraig 
said the wind was blowing in a direction op- 
posite to that in which the flames spread. 
Otis Cook, who was engineer of the build- 
ing, G. Eisten, a tenant, and Policeman Mur- 
nané testified that the fire broke out, to all 
appearances, in several parts of the building, 
and that the building generally was . 
filled with tad gas.

MUNICIPAL LIGHTING. | | 
Superintendent Ellicott reported earlier 
in the year the cost of the electric lights 
which the city furnishes from its own 
plants. . Unfortunately, his results con- 
tained no calculation concerning interest 
properly chargeable against the investment, 
depreciation, insurance, or lost taxes—a 
fact scarcely creditable to the bookkeeping 
of the department—and hence those re- 
sults are of limited value for comparison 
with prices of private companies. Never- 
theless they made it evident that the city 
is the-gainer by having its own lighting 
plants, and the policy of extension pursued 
by the present administration has met with 
general approval. 
Indeed, that municipal eleetrie light 
enterprises are generally successful is 
tinctly shown by Professor B. W. Bemis in 
the last Outlook. ie 
The first munieipal plant in this country 
was purchased by Fairfield, Ia., in 1882, 
and last year there were 353 such plants 
known to exist. Approximately their num- 
ber now comprises one-seventh of American 
electric lighting plants and furnishes 9 per 
cent and 5 per cent respectively of all are 
and incandescent lights. Public operation 
has been abandoned in eight instances, and 
of over 100 plants investigated something 
less than 10 per cent “ were considered un- 
satisfactory by those in charge.” “The most 
significant statement made, however, con- 
cerns a comparison between seventy-four 


‘public plants “ from which full details could 


be secured and the 133 private plants most 
like them in respect to size, cost of coal, 
etc.” For convenience these plants were 
classified into ten groups, and 121% per cent 
was added to the operating expenses of the 
public plants for “interest, depreciation, 
and taxes.” The result was that in every 
one of these groups it was found that the 
average cost to the taxpayer of the street 
lights furnished by private companies was 
greater than in the case of the public plants 
similarly situated | 

The development of public as against pri- 
vate plants of this sort in Great Britain has 
been much more marked. In 1897 they fur- 
nished 45 per cent of all electric lighting in 
the country, while outside of London pri- 
vate companies existed in only two cities 
of 100,000 or more people. Last yearall but 
four out of the forty-one plants in process 
of erection were public plants. Professor 
Bemis might have added that the most 
striking difference between such public en- 
terprises there and here is that there they 
usually have a monopoly of the business of 
both public and private supply, while here 
they are more often restricted by law to the 
public supply. | ee 

Notwithstanding the advent of electric

GROWTH OF ENGLISH POSTAL BANKS. 


One of the most remarkable instances 
of the encouragement of national thrift 
is that furnished by the postoffice savings 
banks in England. As a financial insti- 
tution the postal bank is less than half 
a century old in the “ tight little island,“ 
having opened its doors in September, 1861. 
At the end of the following year there 
were 180,000 accounts, aggregating about 
$8,750,000, and in the five ensuing years 
the total sum deposited averaged about 
$35,000,000. From 1868 to 1875 the aver- 
age stood about $90,000,000, and from 1875 
to 1880 it reached the great annual aver- 
age of $145,000,000. 


Great as was this phenomenal growth 


in deposite with corresponding increase in 
the number of depositors, it was not until 
Mr. Fawcett became the head of the Post- 
office department that it achieved fully the 
aim of its promoters in being an institu- 
tion that could gather up every unemployed 
penny in Bugland and make it the nucleus 
of further savings. Mr. Fawcett threw 
himself into the cause of popularizing the 
people’s savings bank with an energy 
and seal that, supplemented by his prac- 
tical methods and sagacity, launched the 
postoffice bank upon that grander era, the 
evidence of which is furnished in the mag- 
nificent buildings, covering five acres of 
ground, now rising at West Kensington, 
dedicated by the Prince of Wales this year. 
Mr. Faweett interested even the children 
of England in saving by providing the 
penny stamp slip, by which the schoolboy 
might accumulate the minimum deposit of 
one shilling by pennies ata time. | 
The system as developed by Fawcett was 
logically and economically complete and the 
results are shown in the steady and enor- 
mous growth of the bank ever since. In 
the years between 1881 and 1885 the 
deposits rose to an average of $200,- 
000,000; in 1890 they rose to $335,000,000; 
and in 1897 reached nearly $550,000,000. 
The annual depositors between 1896 and 
1897 reached 577,000. In all there are more 
than seven million depositors, with an 
average deposit of something over $80. 
Not only has the bank thus become the 
poor man’s repository, but it has served 
as banker to small societies, for soldiers 
at home or abroad, and small depositors 
of all kinds. And the most gratifying 
feature is that instead of diminishing the 


number of depositors and the amount off 


deposits in the other banks, the latter have 
increased in all branches of the business 
proportionally or nearly so. This fact 
disposes of the argument in this coun- 
try against postal savings banks that 
they would tend to diminish the 
business of other banks. “As a mat- 
ter of fact, the reverse is true, More 
people accumulate sufficient money to open 
an account in the other banks than be- 
fore, and many of them do. : 
There are now over-12,000 offices in the 
entire kingdom,.each village and town 
having one, though all the money is col- 
lected into the main bank in London. The 
latter, though called a bank, is not one 
in the general sense of the word, as it 
merely keeps accounts and pays out, in a 
leistfrely way, the sums it receives, when 
demanded, but not doing any of the busi- 
ness usually transacted by banks. The 
postoffice bank is simply a bank of deposit 
—a place where the smallest sum can be 
put where the owner will always be able 
to find it whem he needs it. Asan agency 
in allaying popular discontent and in in- 
culcating habits of thrift the value of the 
postoffice bank cannot be overestimated. 
In its influence it makes for governmental 
stability and the happiness and content of 
the people. 
Thomas B. Reed has sent to the Gov- 


lernor of Maine his resignation of the

His near- 
ly twenty-three years of Congressional life 
will end on that day. During that period 
he has made a reputation, but no money. 


Were he to remain in politics he could not

By leaving Maine for New York he aban- 
dons a sure base of operations. New York 
belongs to Senator Platt and he does not 
like positive men of the Reed type. 
Maine has been represented in Congress 
by a few men of unusual ability. Mr. 
Reed is one of them, the others being 
Blaine and Fessenden. It may be years be- 
fore the State sends to Washington a man 
Who will be the equal of either of that 
masterful trio. One great complaint made 
against Mr. Reed was that he was too 
masterful. After he had been made Speak- 
er because of his masterfulness, he did 
not, like Mr. Blaine, cover the iron hand 
with the glove of velvet when in the 
Speaker's chair. He trampled rough shod 


bers. He made enemies unnecessarily. 
But he had an abundant supply of that 
which so many public men are deficient 
in—backbone. He could do what so few 
are capable of;—withstand the pressure of 
members of his own party. The entreaties

NEED OF A TIMBER SUPPLY.—News 
that the contains a 
wealth of timber will be encouraging to 
those who have been worried by the rapid 
exhaustion of the forests in the United 
States. By far the greater part of the white 
pine has been cut, and vast inroads have 
been made into the supply of other timbers. 
While timber is being cut in Europe at the 
rate of 20,000,000 tons a month the forests 
of the United States are being depleted at 
the rate of 50,000,000 tons a month. Forest 
reservations have been made, but timber is 
in increasing demand by reason of the new 
uses that have been found for it. Nine 
tenths of the paper used is made from wood, 
and nearly everything, including car wheels, 
can: be made of the pulp, while the cheap 
boxes and baskets of thin sheets are used in 
constantly incgeasing quantities. Some au- 
thorities predict a scarcity of timber within 
fifty years.

The reason given for not considering serious- 
ly the threat from New York was that pack- 


ers could not make meat cheap with cattle | 


dear no matter where the packing-house 
was established. The reason given -or the 
‘formation of the Eastern syndicate 


was that the Chicago packers had & corner 
on cattle and therefore controlled the price 


of the cattle food products. . 

The packers and the live stock dealers 
made positive denial that any one had a 
corner on cattle. They said such à corner 
would be impossible, even for the big Chi- 
cago packers. All cattle that are killed in 
the Chicago packing-houses are bought, 
they say, in the open market. The biyer 
who offers the best price is the one who gets 


the cattle. 
Higher Prices for Cattle 
charge of the 


Arthur Meeker, who has 
packing interests of the firm of Armour & 
Co., said there was no good reason to feel 
concerned about the report of what was 
likely to take place in New York. 

“There are dozens of packers in New 
York now,” he said. Some of the packing- 
houses there are large. There are competi- 
tors of the Chicago packers in many cities. 
There is no patent on the beef business, and 
no one has a monopoly of it. 

„When cattle are high in price meat will 
be high. Whenever this condition prevails 
there is talk of this sort. But it will be im- 
possible to furnish cheap meat when the cost 
of cattle is high. For some time the price 
of cattle has been advancing, until now they 

are from $12 to $16 a head higher than 
were last year. 

„We do not in any manner control the live 
stock business. All of the cattle we slaugh- 
ter we buy in the open market. There are 
700 cattle buyers in the Stock-Yards. They 
are buying for Chicago packers, for Eastern 
concerns, and for the foreign markets. Ifa

DEATH OF ROBERT B. CROUCH. 


Prominent as an Opponent of the Stan- 
dard Oil Company and an Old Res- 
of Chicago, 


Robert Burns Crouch, who was the largest 
competitor of the Standard Oil company for 
many years, died yesterday afternoon at 
1:80 o’clock at his residence, 2028 Michigan 
avenue. He had been an invalid for several 
years and death was caused by heart failure 
after an illness of two weeks. 

The funeral will be held at the residence 
tomorrow and the body taken to Pittsburg 
for interment. There are no children and 
Mrs. Crouch, who was Mary Burrowes 
of Philadelphia, is the survivor of the 
decedent. | 

Mr. Crouch was born in Pittsburg in 1840. 
In 1861 he enlisted in the One Hundred and 
Thirty-sixth Pennsylvania Volunteers and 
held the rank of First Sergeant at the close 
of the war. He was in the battles of Fred- 
Chancellors ville, and Gettys- 

urg. | 

After the mustering out of the troops he 
returned to Pittsburg and started a small 
oll business. In a few years he was able 
to buy a well of his own, and from that day 
dates his prosperity. The one well grew to 
many and he was rated among the largest 
oll producers in the world. Besides oll he 
became interested extensively in salt and 
started the first of the big shipments to the 
South and West. ? 

In 1871 he married Miss Mary Burrowes off 


| Philadelphia and four years later removed 


to Chicago. Before leaving Pittsburg he re- 
tired from salt business and gradually 
sold all of his oil wells to confine his atten- 
tion to the wholesale oil branch of the trade 
in the West. He opened an office at 87 Mar- 
ket street and later bullt the residence in 
Michigan avenue, where the family has lived 
many years. | 

Mr. Crouch was a tenacious and successful 


competitor of the Standard Oil trust. 


Though many attempts were made to dis- 
lodge him from his position, the big cor- 
poration never succeeded.

Crouch either in Pittsburg or in Chicago,
